The commercial uses for Flor- 
ida seaweeds detailed in the 
abstract include these: 

Florida has, in its plentiful 
gulfweed, an alginic acid—pro- 
ducing seaweed. (Alginic acid, 
or the alginates, go into tex- 
tiles, fibres, films, cosmetics, 
plastics, transparent paper, 
foods, drugs and a hundred 
other products.) 

Florida has—mostly in the 
Indian River—seaweeds from 
which agar may be produced. 
(Agar is a vegetable gelatin 
used for bacteria cultures, food 
products and cosmetics.) 

Florida seaweeds make min- 
eral-rich fertilizers, stock feeds 
and even health foods—for hu- 
man consumption.
